GRAND JURY 
INDICTMENTS 

The Bracken County 
Grand Jury handed down in¬ 
dictments on Dustin Keith 
Hughes, Dustin Lee Kiskaden, 
and David L. Nickerson on 
Thursday, July 17, 2014. 

The grand jury charges 
that on June 8, 2014, Dustin 
Hughes committed the of¬ 
fenses of (1) alcohol intoxi¬ 
cation when he appeared in a 
public place manifestly under 
the influence of a controlled 
substance, or other intoxica¬ 
tion substance, excluding al¬ 
cohol, not therapeutically ad¬ 
ministered, to the degree that 
he was a danger to himself; 

(2) possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia when he knowingly 
and unlawfully was in posses¬ 
sion of a hypodermic needle; 

(3) controlled substances not 
in proper container when he 
knowingly and unlawfully 
possessed three unspecified 
controlled substance pills be¬ 
lieved to be suboxone, while 
it was not in its proper con¬ 
tainer; (4) possession of con¬ 
trolled substance, 3rd degree, 
first offense, when he know¬ 
ingly and unlawfully was 
found to be in possession of 
three unspecified controlled 
substance pills believed to be 
suboxone, a controlled sub¬ 
stance; (5) possession of con¬ 
trolled substance, 1st degree, 
1st offense when he knowing¬ 
ly and unlawfully was found 
to be in possession of heroin; 

(6) tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence while believing 
an official proceeding might 
be instituted he attempted to 
mutilate, conceal, remove or 
alter physical evidence with 
the intent to impair its avail¬ 
ability in the official proceed¬ 
ing by breaking a hypodermic 
needle and concealing 2 pop 
cans containing drug residue; 

(7) being a persistent felony 
offender, 1st degree, when be¬ 
ing more than 21 years of age: 
that prior to June 8, 2014, (a) 
he was convicted of theft by 
deception in Nicholas Circuit 
Court and sentenced by final 
judgement on February 23, 
2012; (b) he was convicted 
of receiving stolen property 
in Robertson Circuit court 
and sentenced to final judge-

ment on May 17, 2012; (c) at 
the time of the commission 
of the offense in (a) above he 
was over 18 years of age; (d) 
pursuant to the convictions in 
(a & b) he was sentenced to a 
term of one year or more im¬ 
prisonment; and (e) he com¬ 
pleted service of his sentence 
or was on supervision from at 
least one of the (a or b) con¬ 
victions within five years of 
the time of the commission of 
the charges alleged in count 6 
of the indictment. If convict¬ 
ed, the heroin charge could 
result in 1-3 years impris¬ 
onment, the tampering with 
evidence charge could result 
in 1-5 years imprisonment 
and the persistent felony of¬ 
fender charge could result in 
enhancement of the imprison¬ 
ment sentences. 

The grand jury charged 
that on June 8, 2014, Dustin 
Kiskaden committed the of¬ 
fenses of: (1) failure to wear 
seat belts when he was the 
operator of a motor vehicle 
manufactured after 1981 on 
the public roadway without 
wearing a properly adjusted 
and fastened seat belt; (2) 


possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia when he knowingly and 
unlawfiilly was in possession 
of two hypodermic needles; 
(3) possession of a controlled 
substance, 1st degree, 2nd 
offense, when he knowingly 
and unlawfully was found in 
possession of heroin; and (4) 
DUI, 1st offense, when he 
was found to be driving a mo¬ 
tor vehicle with under the of 
alcohol or other intoxicants. If 
convicted, the heroin carries a 
sentence of 1-3 years impris¬ 
onment. 

The grand jury also 
charged that David Nickerson 
on April 29, 2014 committed 
the offense of criminal pos¬ 
session of a forged instrument, 
2nd degree, when he unlaw¬ 
fully, with the knowledge that 
it was forged, and with the in¬ 
tent to defraud, deceive, or in¬ 
jure another, uttered and pos¬ 
sessed a forged check drawn 
on the account of Kenneth and 
Ruth Nickerson bearing Ruth 
Nickerson’s signature at Lee’s 
IGA. If convicted, the forgery 
charge carries a sentence of 1- 
5 years imprisonment.

COMPASSION FATIGUE 

Compassion fatigue is a term that is often applied 
to people who work in the helping professions, sueh as 
doetors, nurses, teaehers, and soeial workers, and refers 
to the gradual deerease of eompassion whieh these 
people sometimes feel in response to others’ suffering. It 
may be that after seeing so mueh suffering we beeome 
desensitized to it. Indeed, there is some evidenee that 
everyone may be prone to eompassion fatigue through the 
media's portrayal of suffering people. Hearing everyday 
about Syrian refugees or the homeless in Ameriea may 
make us less likely to respond eompassionately than if 
we were hearing about these unfortunate souls less often. 
People who are experieneing high levels of stress and 
who have inadequate support networks are more likely 
to experienee eompassion fatigue, perhaps beeause they 
feel that no one is helping them with their problems and 
they feel like they have nothing left in their "buekef ’ to 
share. Sinee eompassion is one of the essential eallings of 
the faithful, we should do our best to prevent eompassion 
fatigue by managing our own levels of stress and by 
ensuring that we have a good support network in plaee. 
And, we should remember that God is always there to 
baek us up. - Christopher Simon

and record in our mind’s 
memory bank some of the 
more noteworthy events of 
each day. That way, when 
New Year’s Eve rolls around, 
at least we will be able to 
recall some of 2014! 

Of course, some 
experiences are better left 
buried in the comers of the 
mind, but it seems those 
experiences are the ones that 
somehow are the easiest to 
recall! Such as the times 
that we have had to remove 
food from the recycling 
trailers after that food has 
stewed in the hot trailers for 
a week! Those are definitely 
not pleasant memories 
because not only do the 
sights come to mind, but the 
smells seem to be imbedded 
as well! We mention this 
because we are reminding 
you to not put any type of 
food whatsoever into the 
trailers. In an ideal world, as 
many food scraps as possible 
would be composted and the 
remainder sent to landfills, 
but according to the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, more food and food 
scraps go into landfills than 
any other type of material 
thrown out. 

The EPA goes on to 
say that while composting 
may not be an option for 
everyone, reducing the 
amount of food wasted 
is. They advise to donate 
excess food to those in need, 
buy only what you need and 
need what you buy, and be 
certain that when buying in 
bulk, you have a way to keep 
food items from spoiling 
before you can use them. 
The Division for Air Quality 
also advises not to burn 
food scraps because even 
food scraps (which contain 
salt, or sodium chloride) 
can contribute to dioxin 
formation when burned. 
Dioxins are part of a group 
of highly toxic chlorinated 
organic chemicals that are 


hexachlorobenzene, heavy 
metals such as mercury and 
lead and then we have the 
ash that is the only thing that 
we can pronounce or even 
spell! According to the U.S. 
EPA, backyard burning of 
household trash is now the 
largest quantified source of 
airborne dioxin emission in 
the U.S. Going back to the 
food scraps with salt, only 
small amounts of chlorine- 
containing material are 
required for dioxins to form 
during burning! 

It is not worth risking 
the health of one’s family by 
engaging in burning trash. 
Someone was caught burning 
household insulation with 
their small grandchildren at 
their side! Children and the 
elderly are affected most by 
open burning, so we urge 
you to get Rumpke service 
for the things that cannot 
be RECYCLED, REUSED 
or REDUCED to keep 
God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful!

Students under age 18 
are often targeted for identity 
theft because they frequently 
have no reason to check their 
credit scores. Here are sev¬ 
eral ways to protect yourself, 
according to the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

• Never provide personal 
information such as your So¬ 
cial Security number, bank 
account or credit card num¬ 
bers in response to a phone 
call, fax, letter or email. 
Don’t respond to emails that 
claim to be from the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS). The 
IRS doesn’t contact taxpay¬ 
ers by email. Nor does the 
IRS threaten to send local 
police to arrest you, as a pop¬ 
ular phone scam claims. 

• Friends, family mem¬ 
bers, roommates and work¬ 
ers in homes make up a large 
percentage of identity thieves 
because they have access to 
your information. Make sure 
you don’t leave personal in¬ 
formation where they can see 
it. Shred any documents that 
contain personal or financial 
information. 

• Pick up your mail as 
soon as possible after deliv¬ 
ery or use a locked mailbox. 
Put outgoing mail in a blue 
Postal Service mailbox, hand 
it to a mail carrier or take it 
to the post office. 

• Never provide bank, 
credit card or other sensitive 


data when visiting a website 
that doesn’t explain how your 
personal information will be 
protected, including the use 
of encryption to safely trans¬ 
mit and store data. 

•When you use your 
bank card, make sure no one 
can see your personal identi¬ 
fication number (PIN). 

• On your personal com¬ 
puter, install a free or low- 
cost firewall to stop intruders 
from gaining remote access 
to your PC. Download and 
frequently update security 
patches offered by your op¬ 
erating system and software 
vendors to correct weak¬ 
nesses that a hacker could 
exploit.

Converting from year-round calving 
to a controlled breeding season

Maintaining a controlled 
breeding and calving season 
can be one of the most im¬ 
portant management tools 
for cow-calf producers. Uni¬ 
form, heavier and more valu¬ 
able calves are key reasons 
to keep the breeding season 
short. Plus, more efficient 
cow supplementation and 
cow herd health programs 
are products of a short breed¬ 
ing season. However, you 
shouldn’t convert from year¬ 
long breeding to a shortened 
breeding season without a lot 
of planning. 

A system for converting 
from year-round to a 75-day 
controlled calving season 
over a period of two years 
presents less loss and fewer 
problems than to trying to 
convert in one year. Here are 
some suggestions for getting 
on a controlled breeding sys¬ 
tem: 

1. Determine the ideal 
time of year and the length of 
your new calving season. For 
example, decide you want 
your cows to calve from Feb. 
15 to April 30 (74 days). 

2. Determine the repro¬ 
ductive status of each cow in 
your herd. First, go to your 
record book to determine the 
last date each cow calved. If 
you don’t keep records, try 
to match the cows and calves 
up and estimate their age. 

3. Based on the repro¬ 
ductive status of your herd, 
determine if you would like 
one or two controlled calving 
seasons. 

4. Build a good strong 
bull pen or well-fenced bull 
pasture. You may need an 
electric fence in addition to 
the regular fence. 

5. Remove your bulls 
from the herd. Select the re¬ 
moval date to coincide with 
an approximate 120-day sea¬ 
son for your spring-calving 


cows. 

6. Sixty days after re¬ 
moving the bulls from the 
herd (or at a convenient time 
near this date), pregnancy 
check all cows and cull all 
non-pregnant, dry, breeding- 
age females that have been 
running with the bull and 
all non-pregnant cows with 
calves 5 months of age or 
older. Your fall-calving cows 
have likely either calved or 
are very close to calving. 

7. You may want to con¬ 
sider starting the breeding 
season of your replacement 
heifers 20 to 30 days ahead 
of the final breeding date for 
your herd. Most extended 
calving seasons are the result 
of failure of young cows to 
rebreed in a timely fashion. 
The additional 20 to 30 days 
enhances the opportunity for 
these young cows to rebreed 
next season. So, if you have 
spring-calving cows, replace¬ 
ment heifer breeding season 
would start around April 10, 
and these females would be¬ 
gin calving around Jan. 20. 
This may be a bit early for 
calving, and you might expe¬ 
rience 1 to 2 percent higher 
calf loss. Financially, 1 to 2 
percent loss is easier to swal¬ 
low than a 25 percent de¬ 
crease in pregnancy rate the 
following year. 

8. The second year, 
follow the same system as 
outlined above except re¬ 
move the bull on the week of 
July 20. If you have fall and 
spring-calving cows, then put 
the bull in for the fall cows 
around Nov. 20 and remove 
him around Jan. 20.

Practice safety at 
the shooting range 

The cooler temperatures 
and lower humidity that 
spread across Kentucky this 
week made it feel more like 
early fall than the dog days 
of summer. 

Fall hunting season 
seems closer with a crisp¬ 
ness in the air in mid-July. 
And in reality, it isn’t far off 
Early fall squirrel season in 
Kentucky opens in less than 
a month. 

Spending time at the 
shooting range now not only 
is fun but it’s also a surefire 
way to ensure you’ll be ready 
when it counts this fall. 

“Ranges are established 
places where people go to 
shoot rifies, pistols, shotguns, 
even archery,” said Bill Bai¬ 
da, Hunter Education Super¬ 
visor with the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “Rarely are all of 
these done at the same time 
and at the same range.” 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife has public shoot¬ 
ing ranges (tube, trap and 
skeet, and archery) on select 
wildlife management areas 
in Kentucky. A complete list 
is available online at fw.ky. 
gov. 

These public shooting 
ranges are self-serve - trap 
and skeet ranges are open 
to organized clubs or groups 
and must be reserved 30 days 
in advance - and users must 
comply with the posted rules. 
Some of the guidelines are 
based on courtesy; the ma¬ 
jority focus on safety. 

“When you get to a 
range, there should be a sign 
that clearly marks what the 
range is for,” Baida said. 
“Be aware of what you can 
and cannot use on each range 
because these ranges are 
placed and have safety zones 
according to the firearms 
they’re designed to handle.” 

The basic rules of fire¬ 
arms safety still apply at the 
range: 

• Treat every firearm 
as if it’s loaded. Keep the ac¬ 
tion open and the firearm un¬ 
loaded until you’re ready to 
fire. 

• Make sure you point 
the firearm in a safe direc¬ 
tion. At a range, that’s des¬ 
ignated as toward the target. 
Never point it at yourself or 
others. 

• Keep your finger off 
the trigger until you’re ready 
to shoot. 

• Know your target 
and what’s in front of or be¬ 
hind it. 

“Probably the most com¬ 
mon thing I see on rifie ranges 
is people still handling a fire¬ 
arm on the firing line while 
people are down range,” 
Baida said. “For safety and 
courtesy that’s something 
you shouldn’t do when peo¬ 
ple have gone down range to 
work on targets.” 

The same applies for 
shotgunners. 

“From time to time peo¬ 
ple need to go down to the 
trap houses and reload the 
thrower,” Baida said. “Again, 
you should not be handling 
your firearms when some¬ 
one does that. Most shotgun 
ranges are pretty good about 
having a rack to put your 
shotgun in when you’re not

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Army Corps of Engineers Port of 
Cincinnati bonndary re-designation 
memorandum released for review 



The draft memoran¬ 
dum proposal for the Port 
of Cincinnati Boundary 
Re-designation was re¬ 
leased to the public in July. 
The Louisville District 
is considering a proposal 
from the Port of Greater 
Cincinnati Development 
Authority and the Northern 
Kentucky Port Authority to 
re-designate the statistical 
boundaries of the existing 
Port of Cincinnati from 26 
miles along the Ohio River 
to approximately 199 miles 
along the Ohio River and 
seven miles along the Lick¬ 
ing River. The proposed re¬ 
designation would involve 
Ohio and Kentucky and 15 
counties, five in Ohio and 
10 in Kentucky. 

The proposed re-des- 
ignation affects only the 
geographic boundaries 
from which waterborne 
commerce data is com¬ 
piled and published by the 
Corps of Engineers. The 
Port of Cincinnati was es¬ 
tablished by the Corps for 
the purpose of delineating 
an area for statistical data 
collection to describe the 
cargo movements on the 
Ohio River. The Port of 
Cincinnati re-designation 
proposal does not advocate 


or recommend the creation 
of any public port authority 
or commission to govern the 
overall operations or devel¬ 
opment of the expanded port 
area. Several existing public 
port authorities and econom¬ 
ic development authorities 
operate independently and 
this action would not impact 
the governance of any exist¬ 
ing or future port authority. 

The Corps is the review¬ 
ing and approval agency for 
establishment, modifica¬ 
tion or deletion of officially 
designated port areas in the 
United States for which an¬ 
nual tonnage data are collect¬ 
ed and published. In support 
of the re-designation, the 
Louisville District received 
legislative enactments from 
all 15 counties that would 
comprise the expanded port 
boundary. In addition, 33 
written endorsements for the 
proposal have been received 
from local governments, 
congressional interests, the 
two involved states and other 
interested parties. 

Public comments will be 
accepted from now through 
Aug. 8, 2014. Public and 
stakeholder comments will 
be considered for the final 
Louisville District Initiating 
Memorandum. The 30-day 


review period is done prior 
to the Corps making a deci¬ 
sion to transmit the propos¬ 
al forward to the Corps of 
Engineers Navigation and 
Civil Works Decision Sup¬ 
port Center in Alexandria, 
Va. for final approval. Final 
approval of the re-designa- 
tion is made by the Army 
Corps of Engineers Navi¬ 
gation and Civil Works 
Decision Support Center. 
The public comments and 
letters of support will form 
the basis for the Louisville 
District commander’s rec¬ 
ommendation.

shooting.” 

Aside from proper han¬ 
dling of firearms, there are 
two other safety measures to 
keep in mind. 

Eye and ear protection 
are required at all times. 

Depending on the weath¬ 
er, an anti-fog lens cleaner 
may need to be applied to 
safety glasses. 

“Another thing that helps 
keep your glasses from fog¬ 
ging up is to take off your 
hat,” Baida said. 

Hearing damage is ir¬ 
reversible, and the sound of 
your firearm going off should 
not be the signal to protect 
your ears. 

Baida advises wearing 
ear plugs and ear muffs when 
shooting anything other than 
a .22 caliber firearm. 

“With a .22, I recom¬ 
mend one or the other,” Bai¬ 
da said. 

As more people visit 
the shooting range with the 
fall hunting season drawing 
closer, be even more aware 
of what’s going on around 
you. Don’t be bashful about 
calling for a cease fire if you 
observe a potentially danger¬ 
ous situation. 

“Everyone should stop 
shooting and figure out what’s 
going on and fix it,” Baida 
said. “It’s not a big deal. Just 
get it done. If someone gets 
hurt then it’s a big deal.”

SECOND READING OF ORDINANCE NUMBER 14- 003 -An ordinance 
enabling law enforcement to cite or charge persons trespassing on or damaging the property 
set aside by Bracken County and The Industrial Authority for use as Public Trails. 

The first reading of Ordinance Number 14-003— An ordinance enabling law 
enforcement to cite or charge persons trespassing on or damaging the property set aside by 
Bracken County and The Industrial Authority for use as Public Trails was passed by vote 
of the Bracken County Fiscal Court on July 9th, 2014. 

The public is hereby notified that the Fiscal Court will hold a hearing at 10:00 am 
on August 13, 2014 in the Courtroom of the Bracken County Courthouse, Brooksville, 
Kentucky. The purpose of the meeting will be to afford all interested persons an opportunity 
to express his/her views regarding Ordinance 14-003. Also on that date a second reading 
of Ordinance 14-003 shall be held before the Fiscal Court and a vote taken. 

The Addendums referred to in the Ordinance may be viewed at the office of The 
Bracken County Judge Executive during regular office hours. 

Full Text of Ordinance is as follows: 

ORDINANCE OF THE FISCAL COURT OF 
BRACKEN COUNTY 
ORDINANCE NUMBER: 14-003 

An ordinance enabling law enforcement to cite or charge persons trespassing on or 
damaging the property set aside by Bracken County and The Industrial Authority for use 
as a Public Trail. 

WHEREAS, the Bracken County Fiscal Court is authorized as the Legislative Body 
of Bracken County to implement certain Ordinances imposing criminal sanctions for acts 
deemed in violation of the public good; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court has 
determined that the property described in the attached “Addendum A” and “Addendum B” 
shall be used as a public multi-use non motorized recreational Public Trail; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court have been 
required to enter into “Deed Restrictions” relating to the property described in the attached 
“Addendum A” and “Addendum B“; and 

WHEREAS, The Industrial Authority and The Bracken County Fiscal Court wish to 
comply with the “Deed Restrictions”, to keep the Trail reasonable safe for Public Use and 
to protect the Trail from deterioration and damage; and 

WHEREAS, the Bracken Fiscal Court has determined that in order to protect and 
safeguard the property and to protect the health, safety and welfare of its citizens the 
within Ordinance is required. 

NOW THEREFORE, be it ordained by the Fiscal Court of the County of Bracken, 
Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

SECTION ONE 

The Real Estate described in the Attached “Addendum A” and shown in the attached 
“Addendum B” shall be set aside for use as a public multi-use non motorized recreational 
Public Trail. Trails shall be instructed on this land in conformity with plans established for 
that particular purpose. The property covered by this Ordinance shall consist of not only 
the Trails themselves but also all property described in the attached “Addendum A” and 
“Addendum B“. 

SECTION TWO 

It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon any portion of the real estate described 
in the attached “Addendum A” on any type of motorized vehicle or structure unless said 
person is authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it‘s minutes. Bracken Judge- Executive 
in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and 
said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would 
be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and any 
emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity. 

SECTION THREE 

It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon any portion of the real estate described 
in the attached “Addendum A” at any time that the Trails are closed to public use unless 
said person is authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it‘s minutes. Bracken Judge- 
Executive in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special 
meeting and said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this 
provision would be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official 
capacity and any emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity. 

SECTION FOUR 

In addition to or in lieu of any other legal prohibition, it shall be unlawful for any 
person to damage the ground itself, any plants or trees and/or any structures upon the 
property described in the attached “Addendum A” (plat in “Addendum B”) unless such 
acts are authorized by The Bracken Fiscal Court in it‘s minutes. Bracken Judge- Executive 
in writing or with approval of The Industrial Authority at a regular or special meeting and 
said approval is set forth in the Authority minutes. Also exempt from this provision would 
be any and all law enforcement officials while acting in their official capacity and any 
emergency medical personnel acting in their official capacity, if such acts were necessary 
under the circumstances. 

SECTION FIVE 

The property described in the attached ’’Addendum A” (plat in “Addendum B’) shall 
be posted in an effort to give Notice of the area covered by this Ordinance, however, all 
persons are placed on Notice that the land around the property described in “Addendum 
A” is either privately owned or owned by The Industrial Authority and may also constitute 
trespass. 

SECTION SIX 

Any person violating Section Three, Section Four or Section Five of this ordinance, 
may be issued a citation by the Bracken County Sheriff or any other law enforcement 
officer. Upon conviction, a fine of not less than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars nor more 
than one hundred ($100.00) dollars shall be assessed for each occurrence. Upon a second 
offense by any person of any violation and conviction of Section Three, Section Four or 
Section Five there shall be imposed a fine of not less than one hundred ($100.00) dollars 
nor more than two hundred and fifty ($250.00) dollars for each occurrence. Upon a third 
or subsequent offense by any person of any violation and conviction of Section Three, 
Section Four or Section Five there shall be imposed a fine of not less than of two hundred 
and fifty dollars ($250.00) dollars nor more than one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars for 
each occurrence and any motorized vehicle in possession of said violator shall be forfeited 
to Bracken County or the State of Kentucky as the Court shall determine. 

In addition to all costs and fines imposed, any person causing any damage upon the 
real estate described in “Addendum A” (“Addendum B” Plat) shall make full restitution 
for any and all damages. 

SECTION SEVEN 

Definition of Law Enforcement Official. This term shall have its ordinary meaning 
in this Ordinance, but shall also include “Animal Control Officer”, “Official of Fish and 
Wildlife”, and any Enforcement Officer hired by Bracken County to enforce this and other 
Ordinances. 

SECTION EIGHT 

Should any section or provision of this ordinance be declared invalid by a court of 
competent jurisdiction for any reason, such declaration shall not invalidate, or adversely 
affect, the remainder of this ordinance. 

SECTION NINE 

This Ordinance shall be full force and effect from and after its passage, publication 
and recording, according to law.
